b. The executive committee shall meet on a monthly
basis. The director of public health shall serve as
chairperson of the executive committee.

c. Based upon the deliberations of the council and
the executive committee, the executive committee shall
make recommendations to_the director regarding the
budget, policy, and administration of the medical
assistance program.

4. For each council meeting, other than those held
durln% the time the general assembly is in session,
each legislative member of the council shall be
reimbursed for actual travel and other necessa;y
expenses and shall receive a per diem as specified in
section 7E.6 for each day in attendance, as shall the
members of the council or the executive committee who
are recipients or the family members of recipients of
medical assistance, regardless of whether the general
assembly is in session.
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5. The department shall provide staff support and
independent technical assistance to the council and
the executive committee.

6. The director shall consider the recommendations
offered by the council and the executive committee in
the director™s preparation of medical assistance
budget recommendations to the council on human
services pursuant to section 217.3 and in
implementation of medical assistance program policies.
